THE BANK MORTGAGES INDIA

Fertilizer is a different thing to different 
people. 

To the people of India, fertilizer for their 
crops is the only way to avoid massive starvation* 

To Bank of America, fertilizer is "one of 
the most interesting profit opportunities in the 
last third of the Twentieth Century*" 

When Bank of America and the other titans of 
Western finance decided that they were going to 
build India's new fertilizer plants, they gave 
India a choice: let us run your fertilizer in- 
dustry on our terms, or you will starve even 
faster than you feared* 


(later known as Food for Freedom) was the only 
thing that prevented starvation* When the Food 
for Peace agreement with India expired in June, 
1965, President Lyndon Johnson refused to author- 
ize a new agreement. Grain shipments were put 
on a month-to-month basis, with India never being 
sure whether the grain would arrive on time* The 
famine worsened* In Septmeber, President Johnson 
tightened the screw by suspending all U.S* foreign 
aid to India, The U*S* -controlled World Bank did 
its part by slowing down loans to India* The 
Indian government was threatened with bankruptcy. 

It needed U*S* aid just to be able to pay the in- 
terest on its old debts to the West* 

By December, India had had enough* It 
announced that foreign investors in fertilizer 
could set their own prices and handle their own 
distribution* But the corporations wanted more* 

"President Johnson is reported to be making 
India's progress in signing agreements with private 
fertilizer investors a major condition for the 
resumption of aid," disclosed the New York Times*

WAF , who is stationed at Chanute Air Force Base in 
Illinois . 

WHY DID YOU ENLIST? 

The recruiter tells you all this stuff that 
makes it sound really good, I had nowhere to go* 

I wanted to go to school but couldn’t afford it. 

The recruiter told me about all the educational 
and travel opportunities in the AF and it just 
sounded so beautiful when he talked about it. 

One thing that really bothered me once I got 
in was that the recruiter bad wanted me to join bad 
enough to take me out to dinner and really put out 
the red carpet for me, I lived about 30 miles from 
the recruiting station and whenever 1 had a quest- 
ion about my enlistment he would pick me up in his 
car and drive me to the recruiting station. 

I was interested in nursing school and the re- 
cruiter told me I would become a licensed practical 
nurse if I joined up. But I found out after I got 
in that if I want that license when I get out I 
will have to pay money to go to school anyway. 

I’ll have the equivalent training but that training 
isn’t good for a license. 

DID HE PROMISE YOU TOURS IN EUROPE? 

Unfortunately, yes. He promised me all the 
overseas assignmen 5 ^ T wanted, but here I am 

stuck in the middle of Illinois, 

WHAT SORT OF LIVING CONDITIONS DID HE PROMISE 

YOU? 

He said I would have a spacious room. He 
described my barracks as a suite! But when I got 
to basic they didn't even have a place to put 

us e We ended up in ’’student” dorms and that’s the 
closest I ever got to the college education he prom- 
ised, And here at Chanute the living conditions 
are really raunchy, 

WHAT DO THE OFFICERS TELL YOU A WOMAN’S ROLE 
IN THE MILITARY IS? 

The officers want us to brighten up their 
little offices, They give us make-up classes and 
we’re taught how to look pretty. Make-up is a 
mandatory part of your uniform! The officers are 
always telling us we’re the private property of 
the AF, They look at us like we’re whores and 
they teach our enlisted brothers to view us the 
same way. 

When women get in the service they really 
push the pill If we get pregnant they won’t have 
us anymore. That ’s why abortions have always been 
’’legal” in the military 

HAVE YOU TRIED TO GET OUT OF THE AIR FORCE? 

Yes, I told my commanding officer that I 
wanted a discharge. He answered by giving me a 
leave ”to go home and talk with my parents and 
think about it.” I took th e leave, but didn’t go 
home, I spent it at the house where the collective

The military messes us up in a lot of ways * 

While we’re beginning to get our heads together 
about race differences and culture and class dif- 
ferences, we, men in the navy, usually forget about 
the ways we relate to the women we meet on and 
off base. 

Most of us came into the navy with rotten at- 
titudes towards women-- like thinking of women as 
’’pieces of ass” judged according to whether we 
think they might be a ’’good fuck” or something. 

If we get to know a woman fairly well, we start 
thinking about how nice it would be to have her 
cook our dinners, fix our clothes, and mainly just 
”be around” when we need her, 

A lot of times we think about women in really 
violent ways --like wanting to ”fuck the shit out 
of her * ’’Like we’ll really be manly and take out 
our frustrations and aggressions on a woman who 
usually doesn’t have anything to do with why we’re 
mad. 

The lifers are always saying, "Well you fellas 
just wait till Friday night when you can pick up 
some shack job,” The lifers hassle us so much 
during the week that when Friday comes we’re very 

uptight. All we think about is fucking, just like 
the lifer lays it out, 

The military looks at us as a means to an end — 
we’re supposed to quietly submit to their bullshit 
and give our lives for the interests of the rulers. 
Everything about the way we are treated is geared 
to make us believe we’re less than human, and not 
worth much. 

Our attitudes toward women are a lot like 
that. We are told that women are a means to an 
end, that women are only good for screwing and to 
’’comfort” us when we’re down, We are told by lifers, 
advertising, TV, etc, that women are weak, scatter- 
brained and unable to do anything more complicated 
than darn socks . Women are encouraged to believe 
this so business can make money off of them. 

So we can’t relate to women like we should 
because both of us are coming out of roles that are 
defined by people who have an interest in keeping 
things like they are. When we relate to women in 
the old ”Hi honey, ya wanna fuck” way, we’re playing 
the Man’s game. It keeps us from loving each other 
in a natural way, as human beings. It keeps us di- 
vided from getting at the real enemy together.

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CHILDREN DISPLACE MULES ON TOBACCO FARM 
CHILD LABOR LAW ABUSES RISES 15% IN 1970

WASHINGTON, D.C . (LNS) --Twenty-eight children be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 15 were recently found 
working at a Southern shade tobacco farm. Cheese- 
cloth canopies covering the tobacco fields make 
hot and stuffy outdoor tunnels which cut off most 
of the air supply. The plantation owner claimed 
that he hired the children because the tobacco 
rows were too narrow and cramped for mules, 

1970 Labor Department official statistics 
state child labor law abuse rose 15% in 1970, 1472 
children aged five to fifteen were illegally em- 
ployed in agricultural work- More than n ? soo 
minors (under 16 years old) were employed in non- 
agricultural work, 7800 of the non -agricultural 
workers operated dangerous machinery like forklifts 
and cranes. The remainder worked mostly in res- 
taurants or food processing and canning factories 
during school hours. 

Half the young people illegally working on 
farms are children of migrant workers. More than 
half of all the youth doing this agricultural work, 
which includes driving tractors and fertilizing and 
harvesting vegetables, do very poorly in school. 

Nine of ten migrant children between the ages of 
14 and 15 have either dropped out of school or are 
several years behind the grade level for their age.

MAN FACES 15- YEAR TERM FOR HANDING OUT 
ANTI-WAR LEAFLETS

NEW YORK(LNS) --Juan Farinas, a 23 year old 
janitor at Columbia University and a City College 
graduate is facing a 15 year jail term and $30,000 
fine for handing out leaflets to fellow inductees 
at the Whitehall Induction Center in the summer 
of 1968, With sentencing scheduled for January 
22, an appeal is being planned to the U.S. Court 
of Appeals. 

The original charges were failure to report 
for induction, failure to submit to induction, 

failure to cease and desist from distributing 
leaflets and failure to cease and desist from 
speaking; each carrying a maximum of five years 
and $10,000 fine. 

What actually happened was that on August 13, 
1968, Farinas, reported for induction as ordered 
with leaflets explaining that he was against the 
war and that he and those like him had the right 
to organize against the war, inside the Army as 
well as outside. When a sergeant asked if he 
intended to refuse induction. Farinas answered 
that he did not . He proceded to hand out the 
leaflets and was bodily thrown out. 

On December 10, the trial began as 100 people 
demonstrated on his behalf outside the courthouse. 
The prosecution witnesses gave conflicting testi- 
mony about whether or not it was illegal to dis- 
tribute leaflets. Under cross-examination, they 
admitted that Farinas did not interfere with the 
induction process and that it was not necessary to 
call police or MPs . When the prosecutor stated 
that Farinas had "as much intention of going into 
the Army as Cassius Clay,” it was stricken from 
the record. 

The defense asserted that Farinas didn’t re- 
fuse and had no intention to disrupt, and charged - 
that he was being tried for his anti-war convic- 
tions . 

A Juan Farinas Defense Committee, 135 W. 14th 
St., has been formed to fight what it sees as an 
attack on Farinas ’ democratic rights and a political 
attack on workers, youth and Third World people. 

The committee needs contributions and all 
other possible aid to continue its fight.

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PSYCHIATRIST SAYS VIETNAM WAR 

TURNS MARINES AGAINST OFFICERS 

From Mihanmad Speaks 

WASHINGTON (LNS) -- After interviewing seme 
sixty ex-UcS, Marines, a leadi ng medical researcher 
er learned that many of them hate their own U*So 
military officers more than they hate members of 
the South Vietnam National Liberation Front (Viet- 
cong) or the North Vietnamese Aimy* 

’According to the researcher, Dr Charles J* 

Levy of the Harvard Medical School, those marines 
interviewed “talked in terms of the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese Army not being the primary focus 
of their hostility. Instead, references to them 
(Viet cong) are invariably positive, 11 

Testifying before the Senate Veterans Affairs 
subcommittee. Levy said that the Marines were 
primarily hostile towards two mai n m i I i tary targets: 
UoS. commissioned and non-com i ss i oned officers on 
the one hand, and South Vi etnaneseo ff i cers on the 
other hando 

The sharpness o f the Marines' hostilities 
against members of their South Vietnamese army 
“allies" can be observed in an incident related 
by Levy in which a Marine said that he and his 
buddies threw a one-legged, wounded South Vietnam- 
ese soldier, from a truck: 

"The guy grabbed my leg. So I got mad D I wasn ! t 
in a good mood that morning and I whacked him* And 
my buddies grabbed his crutches. And I said go. So 
we took off,. We threw his crutches in the rice 
paddy*-, and then he went out** 

"So the ARVN- South Vietnamese Army lieuten- 
ant told his men, ’The next time a Marine hits you, 

I want you to shoot him o' So our lieutenant heard 
aboit it and he says* 'as soon as you see an ARVN 
pick up a weapon, first I want you to kill the lieu- 
tenant and then I want you to wipe out all his men," 1 

Marines have equally hostile feelings against 
their own officers,, An incident was related to Levy 
by a Marine who was driving a truck in enemy terri- 
tory* "So the driver went behind the truck* And K 
the driver released the brake Rolled the truck 
back and crushed the officer between his truck and 
K*s truck* And killed him* They couldn't prove he 
( K) did it on purpose " 

In another case a marine put a booby trap in 
the tent of his commanding officer after an officer 
ordered an embankment moved fi fty yards and shone 
spotlights on the men while they worked on the 
p roject * 

Amarine told Levy that "one night this guy (H) 
booby-trapped his (the officer’s) tent,* It wasn't 
the CO that got it It was the executive officer, 
Capt. W* . It blew off both his legs, it blew up his 
crotch, it blew up the side of his face, three 
fingers on one hand, and peppered him with shrap= 
nel and stuff " _ * n _

NEW Y0RK(LNS)--I have worked in a photography 
gallery in Toronto for nearly a year and a half, 
and I have come into contact with several hundred 
photographers, I can only recall six women who 
have ever come to the gallery as serious, inter- 
ested photographers , I have become more and more 
aware of how photography- -a male dominated field--

society; and also helps explain why women are 
discouraged from becoming photographers , 

The photography magazines widely read by 
photographers encourage patronizing and ‘ objectified 
attitudes towards women. Following are a few 
telling excerpts from nationally distributed maga- 
zines : 

IF YOU LOVE HER, DON'T SHOOT HER 

Is there any picture- taking drive left when 
a photographer knows hxs model too well? I have 
often wondered if the energy force necessary to get 
good glamour pictures is based on the fact that 
the photographer does not know the model , Isn't 
glamour photography some form of frustration? A 
frustration based on the fact that he would like 
to know her more intimately? His picture drive 
ie stronger because it is his means of gaining 
insight into her moods and whims , He can flirt 
and flatter behind the safety of his camera as 
he poses her for pictures • , c 

Did you know a model not a photographer was 
chosen to hold the title of Miss Professional 
Photographer, In reaction a woman wrote a letter 
to the Professional Photographers of Canada As- 
sociation to say that she didn't understand why 
they hadn't chosen a photographer and the response 
of the Association was "Maybe the lady has a point. 
Could we not select the most beautiful woman pro- 
fessional for the title*. *" 

SHE MAY EVEN PUT HER HEAD IN THE SAND

ANGRY FRENCH WORKERS TAKE THEIR 
BOSSES HOSTAGE

PARIS fLNS) --"The sporadic outbreak of an unusual 
form of labor protest --confinement of the boss until 
he agrees to wage demands--is causing a certain dis- 
quiet in France," To' the French management organ-

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"THROW LIME ON THEM UNTIL I HE* DIE- 
WOMEN EXPOSE LITE IN SOUTH VIETNAM'S TIGER CAGES

CHI HOA PRISON, South Vietnam (LNSj The 
"tiger cages" on Con Son island. South Vietnam made 
headlines last July when a fact finding tour of 
American congressmen stumbled upon these cells 
where Vietnamese political prisoners are held. 

Con Son, described as a ’re education center” before 
the scandal broke, was exposed m the press as a 
complex of inhuman torture chambers „ 

Official ILS.. opinicn reflected in the straight 
press was one of polite honor. The U«S* had 
"nothing directly" to do with the conditions, of 
course, but we were chastised for not bringing our 
standards of humaneness to bear cn South Vietnamese 
prison officials Reform was promised. Pressure 
would be put on. 

After the bizarre human interest value of the 
story died down, nothing more was heard of Con Son 
Island* Even now s when there is so much lamenting 
about the U*S« POW’s in the North, there has been 
no further mention of prisoners in South Vietnam* 
Perhaps people assumed that the South Vietnamese 
government was really going to destroy the tiger 
cages, as they announced shortly after the expose 
hit the papers. Later, it was reported that the 
cages would not be destroyed but "repaired," Five 
hundred prisoners were moved out of Con Son with 
much fanfare* But the cages are still in use* 

A document smuggled out of Chi Hoa Prison by 
women who had been imprisoned m Con Son recently 
found its way to Don Luce, Luce was in Vietnam 
with International Voluntary Service fox 12 years, 
until he resigned to protest the war. He was 
recently fired from his post as an AP reporter* 

Still in Vietnam on a grant from the World Council 
of Churches, Luce translated the letter and sent 
it to this country. 

The women who wrote the letter were political 
prisoners* They had been taken to Con Son as pun- 
ishment for a hunger strike in another jail pro- 
testing the murder of a fellow inmate* 

All of the prisoners on Con Son Island are 
being confined, tortured, and murdered,, for pro- 
testing the American presence in their country, for 
demanding peace,, or for not '’actively denouncing 

the Communists.”

The women were transferred to Con Son after 
they went on strike demanding chat conditions of 
prisoners be improved, that prisoners not be 
beaten and tortured, and that women unsentenced or 
with expired sentences* as well as the sick and 
crippled, be released 

In the middle of the night, a loudspeaker 

told them to "pack your luggage and get ready to 
move on to another place Yea ill fond better con- 
ditione and comforts at the new place " They were 
reassured that "mi it* ary police will help the w^men 
with packing# and will noz cea: the women. " 

As soon as the loudspeaker went off, a shower 
of lime dust and tea i gas fell cn the women, and 
they were beaten and dr agged__ f ic m their ^e i ls by 


armed police under the direction of the wardens 
and m the presence of officials from the Ministry 
of Interior ; Police Headquarters, and National 
Directorate of the jail* 

Dragging as down the steps , they threw ue one 
on tup of the other and stepped on our bodies • Lime 
was thrown on two of the babies who were about 
two months oldo We thought they could not survive • 

At the prison gate they threw us into the trucks 
like animals , Our bodies burned — our bleeding 
wounds were mixed with lime dust 0 Our clothes were 
tern i s^me of us were nakedo Some big trustees got 
into the truck * shackled us # arid threw more lime 
on us * While waiting at the airport# shackled# the 
trustees and military field police continued to beat 
us and threw more bags of lime „ Then they threw u& 
onto the l) 0 S. military planes „ The Americans who 
were watching laughed i 

The tiger cages were built with U*S 0 dollars 
and so is the detention equipment* The U*S* has 
an advisory body to handle such matters on the 
island* The 450,000 dollars they spend each year 
for the prisons in South Vietnam are not meant to 
improve them, but to build more* For prisons are 
needed to "detain" the population who oppose the 
present Saigon regime and its complicity with 
the UoS* All "troublemakers" are herded into con- 
centrated zones, otherwise known as detention 
camps, "rehabilitation" or "reducation centers" 

--or "tiger cages*" 

A tiger cage is five feet wide# ten feet 
long and eight feet high . The walls are made of 
stones a foot thick . Above us were the iron bars . 

In each cell there is a cement bench# less than 
3 feet wide# six feet long# and two feet off the 
g re undo 

The cells were narrow and hot 0 Five of us 
were in one cell so we had to divide the space: 
two people lay on the cement bench and three per- 
sons lay below # squeezed together like canned! 
fish # the limited space occupied by the iron bars 
used to shackle us. One of us had to lie sideways# 
close to the latrine bucket # with her legs bent day 
and nigh to Over our heads on the iron bars# there 
was always a barrel of lime dust a The trustee pri- 
soners were allowed to place canvas beds over the 
iron bars where they cuuld sleep and watch us day 
and night , 

Across from the tiger cages are the outdoor 
toilets which continuously send out bad smells . 

Each gust of wind brings the dust from the toilets 
and covers our head # eyes and nose as well as our 
food and water . At night we could not sleep be- 
cause of the cold # the mosquitos# our dirty 
clothes # thirst #and because of the trustees sleep- 
ing 'above our heads 

He were never given enough food and drink. 

If -ue asked for mere they sometimes answered by 
mixing cur rice Wuih petroleum or mixing our 
dried rotten fish with scop , or giving us uncooked 
rice* Often they did not allow us to wash our 
bowls . had to eat out of dirty bowls which 

the files# dog* and poultry stepped on# and the 
rruce ran • w*. fciie was usually mixed with the 
d^si from :h - . .-t 4 a or tzilets. 
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Each day > they allowed us to empty our la- 
trine bucket once « The narrow hot cells always 
smelted of excrement and urine . Each day when 
they opened the celt door , flies came into the 
celt in swarms . At night the bugs crept alt over 
the watts and mosquitos flew around sucking the 
prisoners ' blood until morning . There were thou- 
sands of mosquitos and bugSj their bellies swell- 
ing with the oiood they sucked until they could 
not fly or creep anymore , Ants and worms also 
bit us 9 our bodies itched and we were festering 
from scratching c 

Each week we were allowed to wash ourselves 
three times . Each time they gave us five minutes > 
time enough to quickly undress and pour one or two 
cans of water over our bodies. Sometimes before we 
could put our clothes on> the trustees would push 
the door open and come in with their whips , book- 
ing at us naked , swearing and kicking over the 
bucket and the remaining water , not allowing us 
to wash our clothes . 

The conditions at Con Son caused many of us 
to suffer intestinal diseases * stomach disorders > 
diarrhea > cholera , malaria , TB> typhoid , as well 
as open wounds and the vomiting „ When any of us 
fell seriously ill and when we called for emergen- 
cy treatment 3 not only did the trustees do nothing 
but they also threatened to throw more lime on 
us and swore: 

"This is a cattle cage," 

"These are brick and lime kilns." 

"If you do not obey and if you keep demanding 
things , we'll give you more lime dust." 

"Death is common in Con Son . If you die> 
we'll send you to the cemetery of Hang Duong," 

One of the women had cholera and called for 
the nurses * However , no nurse was sent down „ She 
was accused of being a "peace disturber" and her 
arms and legs were shackled to an iron bar 9 She 
lay there in the midst of the feces „ 

In the eight months the women were at Con 
Son, they were "repressed" twice with lime dust, 
(Lime was used in Nazi Germany to cover and slowly 
dissolve the bodies of Jews who were thrown alive 
into trench graves.) On the fourth day of Tet (the 
lunar New Year), a sacred day in Vietnamese tra- 
dition, the women were beaten in the dispensary 
and in their cells. When they protested, they 
were immediately showered with lime dust. The 
second time, the women began protesting when they 
heard men in nearby tiger cages screaming. 

We heard orders given to "throw lime on them 
until they die,." So the trustees rushed towards 
us> throwing bags and buckets of lime upon us> 
which had been set on the iron bars above Buckets 
of water flowed 0 We were choked and burned by the 
lime mixed with water Many fainted , others vomited 
blood . One woman was seriously injured when a 
block of hard lime fell on her head , At the same 
time j they went into the dispensary and threw lime 
onto the patients four times until all of them 
collapsed , They stuck the rest of the lime into 
the noses , mouths , and eyes of the patients so that 
some were blinded^ others vomited and coughed up 
blood . After this , our bodies were all covered 
with lime - let they did not allow us to wash our- 


selves .or. clean the cells . So for two months 9 We 
kepty tying in the lime . We did' not have a bit of 
water to coot ourselves . We had to wash our clothes 
with urine , consequently we itched and were covered 
with wounds • 

One hundred and eight women were finally taken 
to Chi Hoa, another jail on the mainland. Here, 
they made demands that contacts between prisoners 
and their relatives be allowed and that prison 
conditions be improved. Shortly after, the trustees 
came into their new cells and beat them with clubs, 
table legs, iron rods and iron wheels 0 

These are only partial facts about the cruelty 
of Con Son and our present prison 0 We know that: 

*The denial of freedom of thought is against 
international laWr 

*The detention of prisoners who have never been 
sentenced or withr expired sentences , or of crippled 
and chronically ill prisoners is an illegal act • 

*The act of leaving the prisoners in thirst and 
hunger , not giving them adequate medicine * killing 
them slowly ^ is an inhumane act 0 

*The disrespect of the prisoners f human rights* 
treating the prisoners as if they were animals > are 
violations of human rights . 

We> the women prisoners > denounce the repression 
the beatings > the killing > and the violation of the 
prisoners ' dignity „ 

We strongly protest against the Ministry of the 
Interior , Police Headquarters and the Directorate 
of Corrections which have given orders to the mana- 
gers of the prisons to terrorize , repress > beat 3 and 
shackle the prisoners and send them to Con Son prison 

We ask the Committee for Prisoners' relations > 
women r s Committee for Human Rights , Saigon Student 
Union and all other organizations to denounce the 
cruel acts and crimes of these people in front of 
the people in our country and throughout the world . 

We put all our faith in you and impatiently wait 
for your intervention a

POW CAMPS EXPOSED! 

VOLLEYBALL, 3 MEALS A DAY, ART MUSEUM IS 
AND A CHRISTMAS TREE

HANOI (LNS) — It was right before Thanks- 
giving that the U.S. tried its dramatic invasion 
of the Son Tay prisoner of war camp in North 
Vietnam,, AFter two and a half months of intensive 
training the Green Beret volunteers jumped from 
their helicopters to find -- a deserted camp. 

The defeat or victory of that little esca- 
pade really meant very little to the high com- 
mando (Considering the efficiency of the NLF in- 
telligence system and the weakness of the Ameri- 
can one, it f s possible Nixon and his cronies actu- 
ally expected heroic success o) The most important 
thing was to prove once more that the Pentagon, 
the Defense Department, yes the whole military- 
industrial complex itself was doing its damnedest 
to save our boys locked into concentration camp 
prisons by those evil yellow men behind the bamboo 
curtain, [SEE INSERT, END OF ARTICLE] 

The establishment press jumped on the band- 
wagon full force. Time magazine circulated a dia- 
logue between a military advisor and Nixon: 

MA:"If you get 50 men out, sir, it’s worth it. 11 

NIXON: "No," [pause, crack in voice] "If 
you get five, it’s worth it,." 

Every major magazine has had a spread on 
prisoners ’ wives and their dilemma about "how to 
tell the kids about daddy" and how to raise the 
children without a father. 

In Vietnam that kind of dilemma doesn’t 
exist. Vietnamese children often have to raise 
themselves without a father, a mother, or maybe 
without an arm or leg which has been napalmed or 
bombed away* And if she or he is killed, the 
whole dilemma is solved. 

1,500,000 Vietnamese men, women and children 
have been killed; 5,000,000 are refugees living 
far away from villages that are now defoliated 
craters . The fact that an American president made 
a dramatic television speech about stopping the 
bombing has made no difference because the bomb- 
ing in Vietnam, as well as in Laos, Cambodia and 
Thailand, continues with the force of two and a 
half Hiroshimas a week. 

So it’s not surprising that Pham Van Dong, 
Premier of North Vietnam, could only react with 
anger when the ILS, quibbled over whether the 
368 names released by the North Vietnamese as 
prisoners of war was the exact figure: 

91 The Nixon people are really scoundrels * 
really scoundrels to talk of this. It is they who 
8 how no humanitarian concern by talking like 
this* We Vietnamese know all too well what tt r s 
like being prisoners of war — under the French , 

Yet when they were our prisoners we treated them 
well c Ask them Ask the Americans m our camps. 

I swear to you that these men are well treated 99 


Michael Maclear, a Canadian who is the London 
correspondent for the Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, toured a prison camp on Christmas Day 
with some other newsmen. He was able to interview 
two captured flyers. 

"I know I r ve had the deepest discussions I 9 ve 
ever had in my life with my fellow prisoners here* 99 
says Commander Robert James Schweitzer, shot down 
just outside of Haiphong in January 1968. r9 We r ve 
had to go to the very core of a number of things — 
loyalty* what it is* where does it lie ; and mor- 
ality 3 legality * things that in our affluent * 
rushed life I suppose that in our country we don f t 
normally give much thought about . But here we 
definitely do , 1 feel all of us do , We talk about 
it at great length . " y 

He is wearing gray-green fatigues and sandals 
and sitting at a table in a large communal hall 
with a stage at one end. The stage is aglow with 
colored bulbs, tinsel, and a lavishly decorated 
Christmas tree. There are four other buildings 
like the one they are in- The buildings are grouped 
around a spacious grassy area; in the center is a 
concrete-lined pool with willow trees hanging 
over it. On the opposite side of one of the 
buildings are volleyball and basketball courts. 

The complex is enclosed by a 15-foot wall with 
two strands of barbed wire on the top. 

The four other buildings resemble army bar- 
racks which were built before the French left in 
1954. Each building is divided into 6-10 rooms. 

The rooms have bars on the windows and bolts in 
the doors but could not be described as grim cells. 
Each is about 20 feet long and 12 feet wide and 
contains three single beds. Only two of the beds 
in the room are made up -- with two blankets on 
each. On the walls are plastered family pictures, 
crayoned Christmas drawings, and religious mess- 
ages. In one room a guitar is hanging on the wall. 

Commander Walter Wilber, shot down over Nghean 
Province in June 1968 after 20 missions, spoke: 

"The answer of course is that the war must 
be ended and must be stopped now 0 We 9 ve gust got 
to stop this thing 0 We 9 Ve got to grip the facts 
as they lie and stop the war 0 And of course * we 
must withdraw our troops to stop the war . That 9 s 
a condition we have to face, Then the Vietnamese 
can solve their own problems „ I 9 m confident of 
that. Stop the war * get the troops out 0 That 9 8 
what we 9 ve got to do - That 9 s what the big gob is." 

"Of course I agree*" Commander Schweitzer 
went on. "As I say , I f m terribly concerned about 
my country and 1 feel that the future of our 
country as well as Vietnam and Indochina cannot 
be served by the prolongation of this war * what- 
ever the reasons and causes . I don f t feel it 9 s 
necessary even to rake over the old reasons of who 
was wrong * who was right . It has been proven * as 
far as I f m concerned. 99 

The night before, Christmas eve there had 
been a special dinner for the prisoners. "Last 
Christmas eve*"said Schweitzer, "we visited the 
Roman Catholic cathedral for the midnight mass * 
which is a very eng oy able and a very moving cere- 
mony The place was tremendously crowded with 
Vietnamese " 
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Commander Wilber told Maclear: "We have 
made several trips into Hanoi to see the museums — 
the hi's tori 'catly» the army y the art museums + 
Otherwise the routine is that we rise at sun- 
rise 3 have exercises > get our room cleaned up 
and have breakfast . We usually play volleyball 
or have other sports in the morning s> then have 
our noon meal . In addition 3 there's music programs 
and the like*" 

Schweitzer added: t9 We observe the Vietnamese 
siesta in the afternoon « The volleyball court and 
the basketball facilities are available to us 
all day . We also have a great deal of literature * 
including many books by American authors," 

The two have received letters -- there have 
been over 1800 of them -- which have been carried 
over by the American Committee of Liaison, a move- 
ment group. 

"We get letters about every months packages 
about every two months 0 My packages contain candy > 
various food items j special little snacks like 
peanuts > and sometimes some underwear Wilber 
said. "Small items > chocolate * candies and things 
we appreciate all the time o " 

"And of course j" added Schweitzer, "our wives 
send the usual underwear * handkerchiefs > socks . 

We send out one letter a month , a regular form 
letter which both our families and we use*" 

"For Christmas j Mother f s day ^ special oc- 
casions j" Wilber said, "other letters are sent 
out . And we make many radio messages a year . If 
we have a special occasion , an anniversary > chil- 
dren's birthday 3 all we've got to do is say we 
want to send a message and it's transmitted □ T 
understand these things go through Cuba 0 " 

"This war is bad> it's bad s " concluded Com- 
mander Schweitzer, a man who had flown 12 mis- 
sions of death before he was shot down. " Given 
our situation or the Vietnamese or Indochinese 
people's situation 2 we've got to get out and let 
them solve their own problems . We've got our own 
problems to solve." 

The camp is only ten minutes from Hanoi. Can 
the POW’s feel the earth tremble when one of 
their fellow pilots drops his bombs?

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JUDGE THROWS PANTHER DEFENDANT BACK IN JAIL: 

MICHAEL TABOR SPEAKS UP

NEW YORK (LNS) -- Panther 21 defendant Michael 
Tabor is back in jail because of an asthma attack. 

His $50,000 bail was forfeited by Judge John Mur- 
tagh on Dec, 29 after Tabor came into court three 
and a half hours late with a doctor’s note con- 
firming his illness. This was his second asthma 
attack in a week. 

Defense lawyers reported to the court when Ta- 
bor was taken off the subway suffering from a first 
attack, A note from the defendant’s doctor was re- 
ceived in court verifying the lawyers’ report. 

With the second attack, Murtagh forfeited Tabor’s 
bail and issued a warrant for his arrest, even be- 
fore he arrived in court. Said Murtagh: ’’Frankly, 

I’m skeptical of these reports.” 

Hoping to reverse Murtagh ’s decision, lawyer 
Charles McKinney read a new doctor’s note into the 
record, a note which advised bedrest and described 
Tabor’s condition as acute asthma. McKinney asked 
that bail be reinstated and the warrant dropped. 
Murtagh denied the motion but said that a new ap- 
plication might be considered at a later time. 

Murtagh then asked Tabor if the trial could pro- 
ceed. Tabor, knowing his words might cost him some- 
thing, stood up. In a strong voice marred by one or 
two coughs, he said: 

"First of allj the whole omnipotent record 
you are so interested in reflects that you have 
conducted this trial in the manner of a vile j 
fascist swine pig . It comes as no surprise that 
you are taking your present course of action . As to 
the disbelief in my illness y I couldn't care less 
about this , We expect this . 

"As for this general proceeding > no I don 't 
want to proceed . I'm sick . In fact 3 I will not 
proceed . I hold you responsible for anything that 
may happen . This is not a threat . Let the record 
reflect this is not a threat . It's just a statement 
of reality . We don't want you to 'err on the side 
of charity 9 on our behalf [Tabor is mimicking a re- 
mark the judge had made earlier.] Compassion we 
don't expect from you . Mercy we don't expect from 
you . Justice we don't expect from you at all." 

Murtagh ’s voice rose through Tabor’s last 
sentence. ’’The defendant will be removed from the 
courtroom,” Said Tabor: "The defendant Tabor will 
walk out of the courtroom,” He walked to the exit 
^for the jailed defendants, and out through the door. 

Murtagh used the word ’’forfeited” when he re- 
ferred to Tabor's bail. No one is yet positive what 
this means, but technically it would mean that the 
over $20,000 that was raised to buy a $50,000 bond 
for Tabor is lost. It may take a civil suit to get 
it back. 

This has been a bleak Christmas week in the 
Panther 21 trial. Bail was raised for defendant 
Clark Squires by Computer People for Peace. (Squires 
was a computer-programmer before his arrest.) When 
they went to get him out, there was a mix-up as to 
the amount of bail. Squires is still in jail.

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DEATH, DOUBLE DEATH AND 700 YEARS: 

SENTENCES FOR 16 BASQUE REVOLUTIONARIES COME DOWN

BURGOS, Spain(LNS) --Death, double death and 
prison terms totalling more than 700 years and the 
acquittal of one woman . Sixteen young Basque revo- 
lutionaries have been sentenced for committing acts 
against the Spanish state--handing out leaflets, 
talking to one another and the alleged murder of a 
secret police chief in 1968- The sixteen, three of 
whom are women, were tried by a military court be- 
hind closed doors. They belong to the socialist ETA 
(Euzkadi ta Askatsuna--”Basque nation and freedom”) . 
Most of them are students and workers; two are 
priests . 

As soon as the verdicts were heard the General 
Confederation of Labor, France ! s biggest trade 
union, called for a nationwide half-hour work stop- 
page in protest. 

A group of Basque supporters in London immed- 
iately went to the Spanish Embassy shouting “Assas- 
in” and “Franco Out!" 

In New York City people of Basque descent dem- 
onstrated at the Spanish National Tourist Office. 

The FBI suddenly appeared and arres ted a man. 

“Preventive detention” arrests are rapidly 
being made in Spain in the Basque country as pre- 
paration against a people's revolt against the 
regime’s verdicts. Detention laws were activated 
in the middle of December when workers and students 
trashed businesses and shut down factories and un- 
iversities in solidarity with the Basque 16. 

When the sentences were read five of the six 
men condemned to death declared to the court: “I 

am a communist 1“ The tribunal silenced the sixth 
man before he could speak- Three of these men were 
sentenced to “double" death because the tribunal, 
flexing its muscles, claimed that the 16 had staged 
a demonstration in the courtroom on the last day 
of the trial . 

Throughout the trial the defendants have been 
hand-cuffed and had their ears plugged up so they 
couldn’t communicate among themselves. 

Spanish political forecasters had speculated 
that there would be no death sentences or at the 
most two. In Burgos, a military garrison town, 
traditionally loyal to Franco, women and men at 
bars and on the streets expressed disbelief at the 
court’s decision. When friends of the ETA released 

their hostage, Eugen Beihl, a West German consul to 
Spain before Christmas, many believed that there 
would be no death sentences. 

The Basque 16 have continuously maintained that 
they had nothing to do with the police chief’s death 
During the trial, the prosecution clinched his case 
by materializing what he claimed were ETA leaflets. 
The leaflets declared that the ETA had assasinated 
the police chief as a reprisal for the death of one 
of their comrades. 

General Franco lias the final power to reject, 
confirm or reduce the sentences. It's expected that 
he will commute the double death sentences as a 
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concession to Pope Paul and a few European gov- 
ernments who are asking him not to murder the 
accused. In that case, all the men will only die 
once! After Franco signs the orders his firing 
squad will assasinate the state's victims at 
the dawn of the following morning. 

However, before Franco can make his decision 
a military general has to ratify the sentences. 
There is a dim possibility that this man will 
refuse his task, He publically admitted that the 
“responsibility for the court-martial is distas- 
teful , “ If he does refuse, the sentences will 
be deliberated for three to six months by Spain’s 
Supreme Court of Military Justice, 
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ROGERS ASKS SENATE FOR $1.35 BILLION 

“WE ARE PLEDGED TO REMAIN A WORLD POWER”

In the past year I believe we have advanced 
far in putting flesh on the bones of the Adminis- 
tration *s foreign policies *

WASHINGTON. D.C. (LNS) -- Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers carried an unusual and urgent 
request for foreign. aid before the Senate 
Appropriations Committee on December 8. In his 
pitch for $1.35 billion which would be earmarked 
for the Middle East and South East Asia, Rogers 
unveiled the administration’s objective. 

“Each part of this appropriation request is 
intended to help other countries help themselves. 
This is the keystone of the Nixon Doctrine, We 
are pledged to remain a world power and to honor 
our commitments," 

In answer to the Senatorial question, “Is 
this appropriation request so urgent that it 
cannot wait until the regular session of Congress 
next year?”, Rogers unabashedly replied, ”1 am 
convinced that it is.,.We have had to contend 
with totally unanticipated developments in such 
places as Jordan and Cambodia, . .Part of the 
appropriation is required to cope with the events 
we had not foreseen or to take advantage of the 
opportunities presented by those events. Delay 
could severely impair the effectiveness of the 
United States international position in most 
critical parts of the world." 


The following is a breakdown of Secretary Rogers’ 
proposal : 

ISRAEL - $500 million. This would be used largely 
for aircraft and electronic equipment and would 
thus enable Israel to continue playing power 
politics. According to Rogers, “Our ability to 
avoid direct military involvement in the Middle 
East conflict has rested in part on the maintenance 
of a military balance in the area. The Middle 
East cease-fire which began last August continues 
in force today, but the military balance has been 
jeopardized by the heavy deployment of surface-to-

air missiles in the Suez Canal area by the United 
Arab Republic in collaboration with the Soviet 
Union. 11 

JORDAN - $30 million, Jordan is one of the more 
^moderate" regimes in the Middle East so it gets 
an allowance for military spending. (Even though 

Jordan has been able to "pay for its purchases 
from the United States in recent years,")

KOREA - $150 million. North Korean forces, Rogers 
warns, are equipped with more modern weapons, in- 
cluding MIG-21 fighters, so this $150 million will 
supplement the first part of a five-year military 
modernization program for South Korea, where the 
U.S. still, by the way, has thousands of troops* 

VIETNAM ~ $65 million. The South Vietnamese 
economy is cracking with an advanced inflation and 
a "reduced income" as the U 0 S. troops "withdraw 
their presence." This $65 million welfare check 
would be invested in a fund termed "Commercial 
Import Program" as a "substitute" for Army spend- 
ing. 

INDONESIA - $13 mill ion. Under the Sukarno regime 
Indonesia purchased its military weapons from the 
Soviet Union, In a U,S . -supported military coup 
in 1966, Suharto overthew Sukarno, massacred 1 
million Indonesians and promounced himself Presi- 
dent of Indonesia and ally to the "free world". 

The United States now supplies Indonesia with 
military might. Rogers proposes that this $13

TAIWAN A GREECE , TURKEY, AND LATIN AMERICA - $100 
million for being just plain anti -communist .

OTTAWA, Canada (LNS) -- "Revolutionaries would be 
kept out of the country if they are intending to 
subvert our democratic process*" 

Otto Lang, Canadian Minister of Manpower and 
Immigration said this in a recent press conference 
and also said that stringent immigration rules 
proposed in a special report for the government 
are aimed at ensuring that Canada gets "the cream 
of the crop . " 

The Canadian Federal government is moving to 
crack down on the flow into Canada of draft dodgers, 
deserters, and politically active people in general. 

The report, compiled by Toronto lawyer Joseph 
Sedgwick at government request, calls for a security 
Yp vi ew borad which would consider the cases of 
people engaged in "extra-parliamentary" opposition 
in their homelands. 

The government would have the last word in 
defining security risks because the minister of 
immigration would decide on appeals against nega- 
tive review board decisions. 
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ANGELA EXTRADITED TO CALIFORNIA 
HER SISTER URGES MASS SUPPORT

NEW YORK(LNS) --On December 22, the night before 
Angela Davis was to be extradited ’ to California, 
women in the Women’s House of Detention started 
yelling to the people on thfe street. They were 
being beaten and they were calling out the names 
of the police who were beating them. The Com- 
mittee to Defend Angela Davis called State Senator 
Sidney Von Luther and State Assemblyman Dick Gott- 
friend to come over immediately. Thev’have the 1 
legal right to enter any prison at any time. Von’ 
Luther and Gottfried arrived at midnight and de- 
manded to be let in- They got no farther than the 
front door. They banged on the prison doors for 
three hours, but were only able to have brief con- 
versations with the guards through the peephole > 

At 2:45 A,M. Angela was told that her two 
attorney’s had come to see her. When she arrived 
at the admitting room she was told to strip. When 
she refused she was beaten 

At 3:10 A.M, eight squad cars drove up to the 
prison garage where Angela's supporters were lined 
up waiting to say goodbye to her as she left New 
York. Parking their cars, the police got out and 
pushed the people away with their batons 0 A min- 
ute later the garage doors opened and a paddywagon, 
curtains drawn, bolted into the street and tore 
off--Angela' s farewell. Without wasting a minute 
the police on the sidewalk jumped back in their 
cars and sped away, trving to catch up with the 
paddywagon . 

Angela was taken to McGuire Air Force Base 
in New Jersey and placed on a California National 
Guard Propeller Plan which took 12 hours to arrive 
in San Francisco- They she was carted off to the 
Marin County Jail in San Rafael. There her sup- 
porters were holding a vigil, anticipating Angela's 
arrival , 

Angela is accused of buying the guns 17 year 
old Jonathan Jackson used when he attempted to 
liberate three Black prisoners who were on trial 
at the Marin County Courthouse. In the escape 
attempt Jackson and two of the prisoners died. 

The white judge taken hostage was also slain. 

Under California law there is no distinction 
between accessories and participants in crimes. 

If found guilty of purchasing the guns as a will- 
ing accomplice in the action Angela will face a 
death sentence. Since her capture in New York 
City supporters had tried to have her extradition 
to California stopped. The New York law is more 
liberal . 

Angela is now being held in a tiny, window- 
less, sound-proof cell underneath the Marin County 
Courthouse , 

Fania Davis Jordan , Angela's sister and a 
member of NCCF (national Committee to Combat Fas- 
cism) is traveling around the country speaking in 
behalf of her sister and all political prisoners . 
This article first appeared in Kaleidoscope , the 
Madison campus of the University of Wisconsin's 


underground paper . 

"When she was teaching history at the Uni- 
versity of California she’d get threatening phone 
calls. Evervtime I went to her house I saw letters 
from people who want to kill her... all kinds of 
people." Fania Davis Jordan was speaking to a 
rally of white University of Wisconsin students, 
December 1. Fania called for the white movement 
to support Angela and other political prisoners 
in their struggle for freedom. "We have to build 
a sustained movement of people who will protect and 
defend their lives. Huey Newton was freed because 
of the people. Go to workers and try to get them 
involved." 

Speaking primarily of New York City and Los 
Angeles, Fania said that Black- support for Angela 
has been unprecendented for any Black political 
prisoner in this country. In New York caucuses of 
black and white workers in hospitals and factories 
as well as Black high school students are mobilizing 
support by petitioning, marching on picket lines 
and conducting educational forums. 

Fania talked of the world wide response to 
Angela’s imprisonment. An expression of support 
had just been received from North Vietnamese women 
while millions of Russian youths wrote Governor' 
Rockefeller urging him to refuse Angela’s extradi- 
tion to California. Demonstrations have been held 
in Chile, Hungary, East Germany and other socialist 
countries . 

Fania emphatically stated that Angela is the 
victim of a frame-up and is part of the "same pat- 
tern of persecution and harassment being directed 
towards Black leaders around the country." She 
urged people not to believe the mass media news 
coverage of the Marin county shootings , Angela’s 
name has been so slandered that service in a grocery 
store was refused to Fania because she wears a 
"Free Angela" button. White revolutionaries have 
also been affected by the straight press distortions 
she pointed out. Some people assume that Angela 
did help plan the Marin County action and say 
"right on" to what they think she did. 

It has not been proven that the guns involved 
in the incident belonged to Angela. "Like many 
thousands of people today, my sister did own guns," 
Fania told the students. "This was made necessary 
by a whole pattern of persecution she’s freen fated 
with ever since Reagan and the University of Cal- 
ifornia regents tried to fire her in September 1969 
for being a communist."
